A..M. 'and introduced himself to the 
bartender, Fred Kinsworth. He .was 
accompanied by a cabman and two men 
whom he picked up on the sidewalk. 
The party had drinks together. 


Arbuckle at the time had hia watch 


money and jewelry. He was very much 
under the Influence of liquor.. Kins 
worth told the detectives that he sug- 
gested to Arbuckle to leave bis money 
and valuables in the hotel safe and take 
a room for the night, as he was.not in 
a condition to take care'of himself. 
" Oh, I'm all right," Arbuokle ia said to 
have replied. He left the hotel alone, 
walked down Sixth avenue and boarded 
a north-bound elevated railway feairi. 
Arbuckle reached the terminus of the 
elevated road at 155th street at 1:45 
o'clock, descended to the street and 
was seen to walk south on Eighth ave- 
nue. 


He had a watch and diamonds in his 


possession. Detective O'Brien of tha 
Detective Bureau practically admitted 
bis belief that ArbuckU had been mur- 
dered.
